Dear Sir: In the history of picture exhibi- 
tions and juries nothing has been so suggestive 
of a remedy for the evils existing as the atti 
tude of Robert Henri while on the jury sit- 
ting at the Academy exhibition now open. He 
has thrown a spark of light into the mystery 
of how it is possible for exhibitions to con- 
tinue always so badly. 

Mr. Henri’s belief of the “lack of catholicity 
in juries as regards point of view” is per- 
fectly true, although mild. The whole truth 1s 
that not only the National Academy, but all our 
present picture shows are in the hands of the 
same conventional crowd, and unless a picture 
hears the stamp of the same mediocrity it will 
not hang with theirs. There are a number of 
really good artists (far better than these jury 
servers) we do not hear of, because they are 


not represented in these, shows, either from 


lack of interest, not having time to waste in 
the argument, or from inability to suit. the 
conventional taste Manet said ‘The old 
masters were far less conventional in their day 
than we are now.” Geo. Clausen, the present 


professor of painting at the Royal Academy, 


says: “We can realize how much the apprecia- 
tion of a work of art depends upon the ac- 
cepied convention of the moment, and this may 
help us tO understand the unaccountable ne- 
zlect which has from time to time overtaken 
vTea irlists :
